God's Sovereignty Illustrated. 

The church is God’s building, and from the 
way in which man's sovereignty is exercised in 
man’s building, we may see how God's sover- 
eignty is exercised in rearing God's building 
The builder first lays a plan—draws out on 
paper a sketch of the whole—its dimensions, its 
apartments, its ground floor, its elevations, and 
its necessary materials. With this plan before 
him, he goes tothe quarry and selects and'blocks 
out the stones, for each and every part of the 
stone work. He opens the quarry and finds it 
an unformed mass of stones, all alike unpre- 


duty, every commission of known sin clips some- 
thing from the growth to which our wings have 
attained, and lengthens the period of our grov- 
eling. And how to be pitied are a great mul- 
titude of professors, who, by their half conse- 
eration to God, and their frequent relapses in- 
to worldliness, keep themselves always in the 
first, and consequently the hardest stages of 
the Christian life. They are like men who set 
out to climb a hill; and by perpetually turning 
back, keep themselves perpetually climbing 
over and over again the first and the steepest 
ascent. The true way, is to make short work 
of the first and hardest stages, by resolutely | 
erucifying the flesh and following the Spirit; by| 
never clipping the growth of the wings but by 
adding to their power every day; that so the 
longer may be that part of our pilgrimage pass- 
ed on eagles’ wings; thatso the less may be the 
bitterness of the conflict and the sooner the victo-

They tell christians 
not to be wishing that they had a more talented 
minister to build up their church, but to com- 
pass about the one they have with prayer—to 
double their minister's energy by doubling their 
own prayers; for, to multiply by prayer the 
usefulness of the ministers we have, is as ad-

It would be difficult to say, 
whether this man was under the influence of the 
cholera or of a worse destroyer ; but of all the phy- 
sicians we could think of, Father Mathew seemed to 

be the one most likely to cure bim.

Most persons know that opium and laudanum, and 
several other preparations into which opium enters, | 
especially paregoric, have the power of diminishing | 
or removing pa They may not know—indeed 
they do not—that it produces this effect by stupifying 
or benumbing the nervous system, or at least a por- 
tion of it, ‘They know, I say again, that the pain 
ceases, and this is enough for them—it is all they 
care for. 

And as a consequence of possessing this knowledge, 
whenever they or their friends have pain they ply, 
forthwith, the laudanum or paregorie bottle. And 

| they not only use it for this purpose, but also for an- 
|other—viz: To check the inordinate movement of 
the bowels. 

W hether the good done by the use of the anodvne 
is sufficient to compensate for the mischief that is to 
follow ; or whether, even, any mischief follows, ne- 
cessarily, they neverinquire. It is sufficient for them 
that they accomplish their present purpose—the fu- 
ture may take care of itself. 

Now it ought to be known, that in most cases in 
which people take anodynes on their own responsi- 
bility, (and in quite too many where they do not) 
nothing at all is needed ;—vothing at least, but a re- 
turn to the path of physical and moral rectitude from 
which they have widely—it may be for a long time— 
wandered. 

Suppose, for example, a case of moderate diarrhaa 
Perbaps it has continued several days. Now the 
danger, (if danger there be) whether in the time of 
cholera or at any other time, does not lie in the di- 
arrhera itself, so much as the cause which produces 
it. To check the diarrhora, therefore, is not to cure 
the disease, 

Or suppose there is pain or griping in the bowels, 
Suppose it is even coupled with diarrhwa, 
you will say, bere you will give anodynes, 
" Not necessarily, Indeed in a vast majority of cases 
it would not be safe to do it. It would only aggra- 
| vate the disease. For bere, too, the trouble lies not 
in the pain, but farther back—in the cause which in- 
duces the pam. The diarrhoea avd pain are neces- 
sary, as long as the cause which produced and whieh 
still continues it, is in operation; and when the cause 

is removed they will cease. 
| In general where there is moderate diarrboa, ab- 
stinence from food, or at least from any thing but a 
little boiled rice or plain bread, with a quiet mind,| 
and due attention to the skin will be the wiser and 
better course.
